Meaning of Neuritis 
My objections to the use of the 
word neuritis apply also to its 
employment by medical men.

Answer: The feeling of falling 
is a form of vertigo. It is usually 
due to disturbance of the inner 
ear. Any misdirection of impulses 
in certain nerve centers can cause 
it, and these may l*e due to the 
eyes or to circulatory disturb­ 
ances which in turn may come 
from the thyroid gland.
